THE WALLAPAIS ON THE WAR PATH. 


Since the burning of Clower at the Willows 
on the Mohave road, and the summary hill- 
ing of Waba Yuma, as aretaliatory measure, 
the Wallapais. (we are tired of spelling the 
word Hualapai) have been quiet, and it was 
fondly suppose i that the good ones had gone 
to live on the Colorado, with the Mohaves 
and the bad ones to join the Navajos about 
the San Francisco mountain. It seems how- 
ever, that some of the copper-skirned scoun- 
drels are yet thirsty for blood, and to-day we 
have to record a most diabolical outrage per- 
petrated by them. The particulars are given 
in letters to Hon. W. H. Hardy and Hon. A. 
E. Davis, and are as follows: Ira Woodworth 
(first recorder of Mohave county) and a man 
named Benjamin were at work smking а 
shaft in the Sacramento District (near Har-

Of course it is to be expected 
that thd attorneys would havé fixed fees, 
which in the event of any amount of business 
coming to them would properly compensate
